The city was the last German 
hedgehog before the Dnieper bend is 
reached, 120 miles to the west,

the second time in six months the 
German High Command is -com- 
pelled to think in terms of a 
Wnieper line resting on Konotop- 
Dunepropetrovsk-Zaporozhe for the 
defence of Kiev, now the main base 
of the. Axis front in Seuthern 
Russia, says a Press Association 
Military Correspondent, 

With the Red Army victorious in 
the fourth battle for Kharkov, the 
outlook for the Donetz armies and 
the German-Rumanian forces still 
clinging to the Kuban bridgehead is

Last night’s Soviet communiqué 
announced the capture of Kharkov, 
and stated that in the Donbas, south 
oí Izyum and. south-west of 
Voroshilovgrad, Russian troops con- 
tinued successfully to develop their 
offensive. South-west of Voroshilov- 
grad, in three days’ fighting, they 
advanced 19 to 24 miles and occupied 
50 inhabited localities, including the 
town and railway station of Donetsko- 
Ambrozevka, 

The communiqué also claimed that 
on Sunday 85 German tanks were 
destroyed or disabled, and that 134 
German ‘planes were shot down. 

The Red Army’s summer offensive, 
which began on July 12, has now 
reached the following position. The 
first thrust, which passed through 
Orel, reached the forest east of 
Bryansk, where difficult terrain and 
German counter-attacks necessitated 
the consolidation of ground already 
won. The second was the drive 
through Byelgorod towards Kharkov, 
which swirled on three sides of the 
city, ard where the most violent 
battles were fought. The third was 
the Red Army’s push south-west 2f 
Spas-Demensk, which improved the 
Russian positions without making 
any far-reaching gains, The fourth 
is the action in the Donbas. If local 
attacks there expand into a new 
offensive, the German salient extend- 
ing from the rich eoal and iron 
regiow cast to the tip at Lisichansk 
would be threatened from the Izyum 
sector to north-west of Voroshilov- 
grad. -- (Associated Press, Press 
Association. and Reuter.)

Japanese Raid

Earlier all radio stations in the 
Soviet Union sent out a warnin 
to the people, which was repeatec 
every second minute: ‘‘Stand by— 
stand by, an important announce- 
ment is coming.” The Order of the 
day was repeated four times. After- 
wards there was a recorded broad- 
cast of the sounds of a battle. 


Economy in Use 
of Butter 


Greater «<conomy in the use of 
butter on the part of the public 
during the next two months is 
essential, an /rish 7'imes representa- 
tive was informed yesterday. Hotels 
and restaurants are to receive special 
attention from inspectors of the De- 
partment of Supplies to ensure that 
the order restricting the serving of 
butter in these establishments is 
being carried out 

This order prohibits catering 
establishments from serving butter 
at luncheons and dinners, i.e., meals 
consisting of two or more courses, 
and at which meat (or fish) and a 
vegetable are served. Under the 
crder also every hill of fare of a 
catering establishment must show 
the words: ''It is illegal to serve 
butter at luncheons and dinners.”’ 

There is reason to believe, our in- 
formant states, that many hotels and 
restaurants are ignoring this order, 
the object of which is to prevent the 
unnecessary use of butter in these 
establishments when supplies for 
household consumption have to be 
rationed. In future the permits held 
by any such establishment found to 
have contravened the order will be 
withdrawn and proceedings taken 
against the offenders. 


RESERVE STOCKS 


From October next the surplus 
production of creamery butter’ will 
end, and from then until the begin- 
mang of May the country will have to 
depend on the reserve stocks which 
will have been accumulated.

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NEW STAGE 
IN BATTLES 
OVER ITALY 


HE air battle over Italy has 

I reached a new stage, with the 

Axis defenders now making 
desperate efforts to fend off massive 
Alhed attacks aimed at cutting the 
vital railway links with Southern 
Italy, Reuter’s wpecial correspon- 
dent cabies from North Africa. 

The defenders, he states, lost 114 
fighters in the last four days—106 
over railway centres alone. 

When Marauder medium bombers, 
with fighter‘escort attacked the mar- 
shalling yards at Salerno—key rail- 
way junction 30 miles south-east of 
Naples—on Sunday, from 80 to 100 
Axis fighters rose to intercept, For 


For days Rome has had repeated 
day and night alerts, according to 
a Rome despatch, quoted by the 
German News Agency. There was 
one on Friday night, one at noon 
on Saturday, and one on Sunday 
night. No ‘planes were sighted 
during the day alert, but ‘planes 
flew over on Friday and Sunday.— 
(Reuter.) 


more than half an hour after the 
raiders had dropped their bombs, 
they battled with swarms of 
fighters, between 50 and 60 of 
which concentrated on the bombers. 

The bombers shot down ól Axis 
fighters, and the escorting ‘planes 
destroyed another 2, it is stated.

Nobody 
knows where the water pipes were 
broken, but the water rushes from 
the ruins. The whole district has 
been cruelly dévastated.”’

explanations is that the Russians 
are taking this means of expressing 
resentment at the fact that their 
Anglo-American allies have not yet 
opened that second land front in 
Western Europe. It is a fair guess 
that Stalin has resorted to the re- 
placement of Ambassadors partly as 
a rebuke to London and Washington. 
If this is so, it is not just a coin- 
cidence that these diplomatic 
changes come as the Roosevelt- 
Churchill conference is staged in 
Quebec. 

“It strikes me that things are 
cut deeper than a second front. The 
war is rushing on at an express 
train speed towards the time when 
momentous political decisions will 
have to be taken. New forms of 
government are to take place, both 
of Fascism and Nazism. There will 
be a real alignment of boundaries in 
Europe, and probably in Africa. All 
indications are that Russia_ will 
emerge from this war as the dominant 
Power in Europe, and, perhaps, in 


the Far East as well. Daily she is. 


emphasising this likelihood by the 
power of her drive against the tre- 
mendous weight of the German armies. 
To-day Hitjer’s whole Eastern front 
is threatened. That picture certainly 
calls for an andpsienting among 
‘The Big Three.’

INFLUENZA’S TOLL 
OF DUBLIN CATS 


Dublin veterinary surgeons are 
endeavouring to combat an epidemic 
of influenza which, in the past 
month, has been taking a tremendous 
toll of the city’s cat’ population. 

In one area alone, twenty cats 

have been known to have died from 
the disease in one week, and it js 
believed that this figure represents 
only a smal! proportion of the actual 
number of deaths among cats. 
Where the animals are known to 
have contracted the disease, one of 
the sulphonide group of drugs has 
been used for treatment, but the 
response has not been very satis- 
factory. 
- The symptoms, a veterinary sur- 
geon told an Jrish Times reporter 
yesterday. were a discharge from the 
nose, refusal of food, and & very 
high temperature. If the disease 1s 
treated in the early stages the animal 
may survive. i 

When two cats contracted specific 
influenze at the Dogs’ and Cats’ 
Home in Dublin about three weeks 
ago, the avithorities immediately 
inoculated the rest of tha feline in- 
habitants. “The immunisation 
successful, because none ‘the other 
cats became ill. -It was then learnt 
that this disease was _entirely 
different from the type of influenza 
that has been killing off Dublin s 
cats in recent weeks, Unlike those 
of gastro-enteritis, the symptoms can 
scarcely be noticed. ‘The animal 
simply. becomes drowsy, réfuses to 
eat, and then dies within twenty- 
four hours. The germ of this disease 
was located only recently. 

The present outbreak of gastro- 
enteritis in cats, said the vetermary 
surgeon, is the biggest experienced 
in this country for many years.

Kharkov 


The culminating point of the 
Russian summer offensive has 
been reached with the fall of 
Kharkov, that great city which 
marks the junction between the 
Ukraine and Russia proper. Its 
evacuation by the German troops 
Was announced yesterday morn- 
ing, and the spectacular news was 
confirmed by a special ‘Order of 
the Day” from Marshal Stalin 
last night. The city—taken by 
the Germans, retaken early this 
year, once more taken, and ‘now 
again retaken—is, by all accounts, 
in ruins; the splendid factories 
in which it has taken pride for 
some years past are no more; but 
it is the site, and. not the city 
itself, that matters. Eight weeks 
ago, when. the German armies 
opened their offensive against 
the Russians, the fall of 
Kharkov could not have been 
anticipated. There was a wide- 
spread hope on the Allied side 
that the Russians would be «ble 
to slow the advance of their Axis 
enemies, and to prevent such an 
eacroachment as had been achieved 
during the preceding summer. 
Instead, the Red Army advanced. 
Two towns of the first importance 
fell before its offensive—Orel, 
first, and then Byelgorod—with 
the result that the dangerous 
bends in its line were smoothed 
out. Now, the fall of Kharkov 
not merely has ‘straightened ”’ 
the line to an even smoother 
extent, but has provided the 
Russians with an opportunity to 
create a new ‘“bulge,’”’ pointing 
not eastwards, but westwards, It 
would be too far-sighted to 
assume that everything is set fair 
for the Russians; but a glance at 
the map will show any intelligent 
Spectator how substantial this 
latest victory has been. They have 
regained the control of a 
tremendously important railway 
system, while the armies which 
encircled Kharkov—and, appa- 
rently, were in a fair way to pre- 
vent its evacuation by the 
Germans—have penetrated no in- 
considerable distance into the 
Ukraine. The Axis reports im- 
plicitly, and the Allied comments 
explicitly, indicate that the 
Germans will find no other line 
of defence further east than the 
River Dnieper, half-way across 
the Ukraine territory, where the 
last great stand on Russian soil 
must be made, Meanwhile, the 
winter approaches, and the 
winter is the season during which 
—according to the tradition of 
this war, as of every war since 
1812—the forces of Russia are at 
their best. It is hardly surpris- 
ing that General Dietmar and 
Captain Sertorius, the two 
official commentators of the 
German Army on the con- 
duct of the war, have been lay- 
ing an increasing stress on the 
defence of Germany against Soviet 
pressure. It is not less surprising 
that the Russians have been 
urging the immediate opening by 
their Anglo-American allies of a 
**second front’’ that will detach 
anything between thirty and sixty 
Axis divisions from the Eastern 
front, and thereby will assist them 
to ‘‘clear’’ the Ukraine before the 
arrival of another summer—and 
another harvest. No ingenuity is 
needed for the guess that this has 
been the chief subject of discus- 


and Mr. Winston Churchill at 
their conference in Quebec, or that 
whatever conclusion may be 
reached will be transmitted to 
Moscow with the least possible 
delay. The relations between the 
three great Allied Powers may not 
be, in respect of post-war policy, 
everything. that those relations 
ought to be—as the correspon- 
dents suggest—but there can be 
no doubt that, on the subject of 
conducting the war against their 
common enemy, they are very 
much at one. 


The Public Libraries 


One of those sayings that never 
can be forgotten was that of an 
Irish country priest, reported 
some time ago in this newspaper: 
“The public library system is. a 
menace to Irish nationality.”’ 
Many, however, apart from the 
reverend gentleman, appear to 
ignore the fact that books, what- 
ever their effect may be on 
Ireland’s nationality, ate a most 
powerful pillar of her democracy. 
There is no true democracy with- 
out enlightenment, and there is no 
better vehicle of enlightenment 
than literature. Books bring the 
thoughts of great ani advanced 
minds; books bear with them the 
manners of the world; books 
stimulate sympathy and tolerance ; 
and so they appear “a menace”’ 
to those who believe that 
‘‘ nationality’’ can be preserved 
only in the absence of such con- 
tacts. .It is not proposed to point 
out here the case against such a 
comatose culture — those who 
cannot see it for themselves 
cannot be persuaded. Every 
educated man agrees about the 
vital importance of books to a 
democratic community. Enough 
has been written elsewhere recently 
of the humble place held by 
Ireland in the publishing world, 
It is serious, indeed, that Irish 
authors cannot get their books 
published at home for an inter- 
national market, and so benefit 
their countrymen by their work; 
more serious are the deficiencies in 
the principal means of circulating 
books im the country—the public 
library. Most of the cities possess 
their public libraries, usually 
excellent within the limits imposed 
by finance. - Country districts are 
catered for by the county libraries, 
with their travelling vans, Upon 
these cultural caravans the outly- 
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assistance’ of. voluntary 
usually teachers, Su 


ture on the development of the 
public library system would be a 


| highly commendable use of public 


money. In the towns and cities 
the public library might well be 
made a centre of varied cultural 
activities. Some time ago the 
Limerick library took a pioneer 
step by establishing a circulating 
library for gramophone records. 
We do not know what success it 
has had; but it was a courageous 
endeavour. A gramophone club, 
meeting at the library for record 
concerts, would be a more prac- 
tical suggestion in most cases. 
Shows of educational films, read- 
ing circles, play-reading groupe, 
dramatic societies, lectures—these 
are but a few of the activities 
which might be organised by an 
energetic librarian, if he had the 
necessary funds. English libraries 
have found schemes. of the sort 
very successful wherever they have 
been instituted. If a Government 
grant were made available, the 
local ‘committees and librarians 
would at least have an opportunity 
to experiment without encounter- 
ing the hostility of those ‘whose 
care it is to keep down the rates.

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES 
Sir,—As a schoolmaster, may | be 


permitted a few remarks on your 
editorial of yesterday! 

You are quite right to condemn 
the low salaries paid in our pto- 
fession, but, to my mind, there is 
an even greater evil—namely, the 
nature of the work itself. Too often 
the teachers life is completely 
monotonous and concerned with so. 
many trifling tasks and duties that 
it eventually saps “all ériginality” and 
strength of character. Unfortunately, 
the teachers themselves have never 
done anything about this; perhaps 
because many of them enter the pro- 
fession as a pis aller and never really 
admit that they belong to it, while 
those who are go-ahead usually leave 
it as soon as possible or obtain 4 
transfer to an administrative post. 

What would be thought of a bank 
which sent a man to a particular 
branch as cashier and kept him there 
as cashier for the rest of his life? 
The effect would be to sap that 
man’s character. Yet, this is what 
happens in teaching. A man often 
spends his whole hfe in one school 
teaching the same subjects year after 
“ag After approximately five years 

e has worked out his own methods. 
Subsequently he becomes a mere 
automatic machine. 

Could we not have an altogether 
more vigorous conception of the pro- 
fession which would allow for trans- 
fers between the schoolroom and the 
administrator’s desk? Why should a 
man leave the schoolroom for ever as 
soon as he becomes an inspector? Why 
should there not ba transfers between 
the personnel of different types of 
school, so that individual members 
of the profession could obtain a wider 
outlook? There would have to be 
some all-embracing salary scheme, 
but that in itself should present no 
insuperable difficulty. Why should 
there not be changes of staff between 
schools of the same type, so that 
improvements in one gp con- 
veyed to others? Why should the 
headmaster remain the petty auto- 
erat which he so often is? Could not 
many of his duties be shared out 
among members of the staff, so that 
there would be a greater chance 
to develop initiative and easca 
drudgery? Why should a highly 
specialised teacher work in a number 
of schools at the same time? 

These are questions which cannot 
be discussed within the bounds of 
a single letter. Let me state again, 
though, that I consider the teacher's 
life to be dull and unsatisfying. That 
is the drawback to the pro- 
fession.—Yours, etc.

AN 
David Robinson 


Nichevo writes:— 

What an entertaining fellow 
David Robinson was—and what 
an astonishing career! Son of a 
Church of Ireland Dean, duct of 
St. Columba’s and Trinity, if ever 
there was @ typical representative of 
the so-called ‘‘Ascendancy’’ his 
name was David Lubbock Robinson; 
yet, having served throughout the 
Great War, distinguished himself lv 
winning the D.S8.0. and the French 
Croiz de Guerre, having covered 
himself with oa glory and lost 
an eye, he came back to Ireland and 
joined the I.R.A. He was interned 

y both the British and Free State 
Governments. after he followed Mr. 
de Valera. in the Civil War; and 
finally, when Fianna Fail came into 
power, was nominated as a Senator. 

Robinson was an aristocrat b 
tradition as well as by nature. He 
also was an _ incurable romantic. 
Somehow I always have thought of 
him. as a kind of Chevalier Wogan 
riding ventre á terre into Innsbruck 
to rescue a princess from her captor. 
He was a gentleman first, last, and 
all the time. 


Sinn Fein 


His espousal of the Sinn Fein cause 
was as inevitable as it was rut- 
able to those who thought of him 
as an orthodox British officer, with 
a background of “big house” 
Protestantism—simply because David 
Robinson was a preuz chevalier, in 
search of lost causes, if you like, or 
rather in search of sleeping beauties 
to rescue. He was that sort of man. 

He was a man capable of great 
friendships. One of his heroes was 
the late Erskine Childers, whom he 

known as 8 child at the Barton 
place at Annamoe,’ and I have the 
idea that it was at least partly due 
to Childers’s influence that David 
Robinson téok such an active. part 
in the Civil War. | 

I never, shall forget his account, 
one nighf after dinner, of the events 
which led up to Erskine Childers’s 
arrest at Aunamoe, and his subse- 
quent execution. David Robinson 
was with him when he was taken 
into custody, and his graphic de- 
scription of the scene on the. stair- 
case at Annamoe will remain for 
ever in my mind.

San Niccola . 


I hope that the church and 
monastery of San Niccola, the most 
interesting buildings in Catania, have 
survived the recent fighting.
